— After work had stopped for 
Spain’s new Havana batteries, a young man landed before them. 
threw him upon the sharp coral within 109 yards of the 12-inch 
Moro Castle’s 18-mile sea light threw beams upon him. He was wit 
inner guard lines and within her most jealously guarded fortifications. 
To reach the city proper after inspecting what new teeth Spain's dogs of war 
may have, this daring young government scout and Post-Dispatch courier had to 
creep back from the beach. between two doubly-guarded forts up the hill to the 
edge of Cabanas Fortress Prison, a mile distant. lis situation was then no less 
perilous. Two sentry lines must be passed and then some boatman found gritty

are gained. . 

The correspondent on his mission had first to risk capture by the Spanish coast 
Patrol boat, then by the infantry coast patrol, then by the sentries of four forts 


then by two guard lines, then by harbor police, and finally by customs guards, before 
he could breathe safely. 

He did it. He examined the new fortifications and he arrived safely in Havana. 
The next morning at daybreak he crawled, walked and ran over the three miles of 


picket-covered country and overhauled the batteries in five hours’ tremendous patri- 
otic work. His name must for the present be George Hellberg. 

Note the great odds faced as he landed; then consider that the man was that mo- 
Ment dizzy and faint from seasickness, and you can perhaps appreciate what Heil- 
berg did last Saturday night, and what nerve it took to do it. 

The landing of Heilberg was made from the Post-Dispatch and World tug Triton. 
The Triton ran blind. There wasn’t a glimmer of light except ag the boilers were 
sioked. The heat was too severe to completely close the fire room. Three miles out 
of Havana the big tug was slowed down and her surf-boat got overboard by Mate 
Benjamin and his volunteer crew. 

When the tand loomed black between the twinkling little village of Cojimar on one 
side and Moro light on the other, the tug stopped. The towing boat was hauled along- 
side and crew, passenger and coxswain jumped in as quietly as possible. There was 
a keg of watér and a basket of provisions to provide for emergencies should a Spanish 
Riunboat chase the tug away.

The story of how near Delegate Hirant 
Lioyd came being dumped for the Speaker- 
ship of the House of Delegates has leaked 


out and is a good one. 
The Post-Dispatch’s exposure in Mon- 
day’s issue of how the ringleaders in the 


Central Traction bill disgrace proposed to 
throw Lloyd down and elect Ritter instead, 
had much to do with frustrating the plans 
of the cabal.

nfter the position, but it is said Wittenberg 
had set his sails for it, and Watson, who 
has always been Lloyd's running mate, 
thought he had served in a secondary ca- 
padty long enough, but Watson was not 
to the liking of the 15 in caucus, 

The caucus was not agreed as to the man 
they could elect and {t adjourned for an- 
Other meeting. One of the principal things 
that troubled members was the-committee- 
Bhips. The committee is quite the whole 
thing with the members of the Assembly. 
While they were trying to agree on’a man 
to beat Lloyd it occurred to some of them 
they might go further and do more 
than Lloyd. Go. they contrived that their 
proceedings should reach Lloyd's ears, but 
that he should ‘be advise! of the important 
fact that if he would agree to let them set- 
ue the committees among themselves they 
would break up the conspiracy and stand 
by him. 

Lioyd was in a dilemma, He was asked to 
surrender his most important prerogative, 
that of naming the committees of the 
House, or to forego the honor of presiding 
over the House at all. 

He had had such a rugged time reaching 
and holding on to the chair that he was 
willing to do most anything in reason to be 
allowed to serve a whqie term uninter- 
ruptedly, but the conditions on which he 
Was to be permitted to do so were such as 
to make him a mere figurehead. 

Another consideration that weighed heavi- 
ly with him was that the Speaker*hip en- 
titled him to membership in the City Hall 
Commission, and being a practical builder 
he has, it Is generally admitted, been a most 


_ useful member of that body. 


fe was ambitious to remain on the com- 
mission and see his plans carried out. ‘But 
the boldness of the proposition to permit 
him to be Speaker only jn name stunned 
He hesitated and then he ylelded, so 
it is said. This broke up the conspiracy to 
defeat him. The new committees are to 
be announced at Friday evening's session 
and it is Said the only chairmanship Lloyd 
will name will be Pauley, at the head of 
the Committee on Claims.’ Watson by vir- 
tue. of ‘his office as Speaker pro tem, will 
be chairman of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. This is always an important com- 
mittee and there is a Struggle to get in it 
But one of the most Important committees 
this session will be. that on Public Improve- 
ments. Edmund Bersch ‘wants the chair- 
manship of that committee and will ‘be 
greatly disappointed if he doesn’t. get it, 
but the chances are he will not reach it. 
Bersch formerly bossed that committee 
and was the floor manager for Lehmann 
when he was in the chair, but his prestige 
has waned and he can no longer boast of 
a “Solid Seventeen” to back him, 

John Helms has held the enviable post of 
chairman of the Railroad Committee, de- 
Spite all the ups and downs of the speaker- 
ship, and it is understood he will retain it 
There will be other railroad bills after the 
Central Traction, and this committeee is 
the pick of members for this session, just 
as it was tn the last one.

City Treasurer Widber of San Fran- 


cisco Played the Races. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 21.—Latest devel- 
opments show City Treasurer Widber’s 
shortage to be $115,000, instead of $160,000 as 
first reported. 

Widber, who admits the shortage, claims 
he took the money to invest in mines, hie 


investments coming out badly. It is known 
however, that he had been playing the 
races heavily and both his friends and the 
police believe that all the amount of the 
defalcation has been paid over to the book- 
makers. Hints that Widber Was going the 
pace induced his chief deputy, M. De Ja 
Montena, Jr., to make an investigation. As 
soon as Widber found that thie investiga- 
ton was in progress he became very de- 
spondent, drank heavily and made several 
threats to commit suicide. Montena in- 
formed Mayor Phelan of his discovery of 
the shortage, apparently amounting to $116.- 
000. In the meantime Widber had disap- 
peared, but his subsequent arrest on his 
ranch indicates that he was not so much 
trying to escape as to secure a few days for 
recuperation before undergoing the ordeal of 
arrest. 

The suspicion of other officials that some- 
thing was amiss in the treasury waé 
aroused Tuesday night, and vesterday May- 
or Phelan and Auditor Broderick began an 
investigation, which resulted in some 
Startl.ng discoveries.
